The possibili­

th e reply of the U nited S tates to the 
pro test ag ainst the C alifornia law.

It is g enerally conceded here th at 
the death of the em peror would be 
likely to resu lt in a political upheaval 
in Japan. 
The disturbance in China 
ending w ith the establishm ent of a re­ 
public has been echoing in Japan, and 
the sym ptom s of political unrest m an­ 
ifest am ong the Japanese populace 
for the last two years have been a 
source of g reat anxiety to the g overn­ 
ing class in th a t country. 
Such an up­ 
heaval in the political affairs of Japan 
undoubtedly would serve to distract 
the attention of the people of th a t 
country from the present controversy 
w ith the U nited States. 
The anxiety w ith which the adm in­ 
istration reg ards the preservation of 
friendly relations with the Japanese 
g overnm ent was indicated in the haste 
w ith which P resident W ilson dispatch­ 
ed a m essag e of sym pathy to the mi­ 
kado. 
The new s of the em peror’s ill­ 
ness hardly had been published when 
a m essag e was sent from the W hite 
House in advance of any official dis­ 
patch from the Am erican em bassy at 
Tokio g iving confirm ation of the press 
reports. 
The president’s m essag e to 
the em peror was as follows: 
“Reports 
received throug h press ag encies are 
cu rren t to the effect th at your m ajesty 
is indisposed. 
I have heard these re­ 
ports w ith sorrow and w ith g reat con­ 
cern. 
Should they prove to be true, I 
desire to offer to your m ajesty for my­ 
self and for the g overnm ent and peo­ 
ple of the U nited S tates the assu r­ 
ances of my sincere sym pathy and to 
express the arden t hope th at your ill­ 
n ess may prove to be of brief duration 
and your recovery rapid and com­ 
plete.” 
On the other hand dispatches from 
Tokio as to the lig ht in which the 
Japanese g overnm ent views the reply 
of the U nited S tates were far from re­ 
assuring . 
In fact, inform ation from 
Tokio has verified the prediction th at 
has been m ade in these dispatches th at 
P resident W ilson would find it prac­ 
tically im possible to say anything to 
Japan which would satisfy her de­ 
m ands in the controversy. 
A m bassador Chinda has not receiv­ 
ed any fresh instructions from Tokio, 
but. it is expected he will receive som e 
today. 
T his expectation is based on 
the new s from To^io. 
It is expected 
th a t upon the occasion of his nejlt call 
the am bassador will state th at what 


his g overnm ent desires is the elim ina­ 
tion or nullification of the California 
statu te and th at it leaves it to the 
judg m ent of the president and his ad­ 
visers as to how th a t can best be ac­ 
com plished. 
Such a satem ent it is be­ 
lieved would bring the controversy to 
a head quickly.

Berlin. May 23 .—Rulers o v er mo re 
than 6 00,000,000 
peo ple, 
three em­ 
pero rs who se do minio ns co v er two - 
thirds o f the area o f the glo be, met 
when Empero r William and Geo rge, 
empero r o f India, embraced and greet­ 
ed Nicho las II., empero r o f Russia, cn 
tbe platfo rm o f the Anhalter statio n. 
They hav e co me to Berlin fo r the wed­ 
ding to mo rro w o f the kaiser’s daugh­ 
ter, Princess Victo ria Lo uise, to Prince 
Ernst, so n o f the Duke o f Cumber­ 
land. 
The recep tion of the two monarchs 
was cu riou sly alike, bu t King Georg e 
and 
Emp eror 
Nicholas 
emp hasized 
strong ly the dissimilarity and strang e 
div ersity between their liv es and home 
su rrou nding s and the relations be­ 
tween them and their p eop les. 
The 
czar entered the kaiser’s cap ital hedg ed 
abou t by hu ndreds of his anx iou s su b­ 
jects who p receded him from St. Pe­ 
tersbu rg to make the jou rney safe and 
assist the German au thorities, shield­ 
ing him from bomb attacks. He drov e 
between lines of soldiers standing 
shou lder to shou lder with fix ed bay o­ 
nets, along a rou te literally swarming 
with p olice. 
At the same time King 
Georg e 
was 
driv ing 
throu g h 
side 
streets back to the p alace in an op en 
motor car withou t an escort or g u ard 
of any kind. The czar remained in se­ 
clu sion within the shelter of the p alace 
walls, while King Georg e and Qu een 
Mary motored to the Grü newald race­ 
track throu g h sev eral miles of streets 
lined with thou sands of school chil­ 
dren and adu lts. 
It was a day of roy al entries into 
Berlin, and the kaiser was kep t on the 
mov e welcoming his g u ests at the sta­ 
tion. 
There was an animated p ictu re 
in and arou nd the Anhalter station. A 
bewildering medley of colors was seen 
on the p latform when the Du ke and 
Du chess of Cu mberland arriv ed. There 
was not a man there in civ ilian g arb. 
Uniforms of g reen, red, blu e and g old 
were seen on ev ery side. 
A few minu tes later the scene was 
chang ed. 
The p olice worked a trans­ 
formation and the streets arou nd the 
station were as clear as thou g h they 
had been swep t by a broom. The sta­ 
tion became deserted. 
Along the rail- 
road track, commencing inside the big 
shed, there was a soldier with a rifle 
loaded with ball cartridg e ev ery fifty 
y ards, this line of troop s ex tending 
along 
the 
railroad 
for 
twenty -fiv e 
miles to Ku strin, to g u ard the cza» *. 
When the czar arriv ed he and the kai­ 
ser at once entered a carriag e and 
started for the p alace. 
The Ru ssian 
empero r lo o ked p ale and careworn and 
nerv o us. 
The kaiser gav e a banqu et at the 
palace last night to the wedding g u ests 
and the diplo matic co rps. The ban­ 
quet is said to hav e been 
the most 
magnificent affair o f the kind ev er 
giv en by the kaiser. The g u ests num­ 
bered 25 0, nearly 100 o f who m were 
ro y al. The kaiser to o k in Queen 
Mary , 
King Geo rge the kaiserin, the czar the 
do wager Grand Duchess o f Baden, the 
Duke o f Cumberland Cro wn Princess 
Cecilie, and Prince Ernst his fiancee. 
Princess Victo ria Lo uise. 
One o f the 
features o f the banquet was the p lac­ 
ing o f ninety y o ung cadet no blemen 
clad in scarlet and go ld behind the 
chairs o f the diners. The same guests 
will attend the special perfo rmance 
o f Lo hengrin at the grand o pera to ­ 
night. 
The press o f Berlin giv es a warm 
welco me to King Geo rge and the czar. 
Their v isit is po inted o ut as an im­ 
po rtant indicatio n o f the friendship of 
the three co untries which it is ex pected 
the meeting will cement still mo re.
